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Weber 


Announces June Retirement

After nearly 20 years of service, Chancellor Del Weber an- 
nounced his plan to retire effective June 30. 

“T have truly enjoyed watching this institution grow and 
mature into what I believe is a first-class metropolitan univer- 
sity,” Weber said during a press conference Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

“T.count myself very fortunate to have worked with a superb 
group of individuals— our faculty and our staff, who have made 
this university into what it is,” he said. 

Beginning his term in Sept. 1977, Weber has 
served as chancellor at UNO longer than any 
of his predecessors, surpassing even the term 
served by Dr. Daniel Jenkins, the founding 
president of UNO (1909-1927). 

Upon his retirement, he will also be one of 
the longest serving presidents/chancellors in the 
US. 

Weber announced that after a professional 
development leave, he plans to assist with the 
University of Nebraska Foundation capital cam- 
paign as a fund-raiser. He said he plans to re- 
main active in both campus and community 
activities in the future. 

“UNO has changed significantly over the 
years,” Weber affirmed. Weber credited this 
transformation to the expansion of the physical campus, the cre- 
ation of doctoral programs, the inauguration of the College of 
Information Sciences and Technology (IS&T), the revitaliza- 
tion of UNO's athletic program, and the FDR-UNO agreement, 
which was finalized Dec. 31 by the Douglas County Board. 
This agreement wiil facilitate both the IS&T, and the prospect 
of housing on campus. 

“These are not my achievements,” Weber maintained. 
“Rather, they represent the efforts of talented and committed 
individuals working together for our students, this community

and this state.” 

“T plan to continue to devote my full energies to realizing 
our goals through the coming months,” Weber added. 

Of his 19 year career as chancellor, Weber emphasized “‘it 
has been an extraordinary privilege.” 

Many uncertainties about UNO’s future after Weber’s re- 
tirement were answered following his brief announcement. 
Weber upholds that, if the university moves expeditiously, a 
new chancellor can be chosen before he retires. 

When asked why he is leaving, Weber 
reflected for a moment. “That's a compli- 
cated question, and | chose to ignore it at 
first... Every so often you do a gut check. 
For me, it’s time to do something different,” 
Weber replied. “Frankly, I think it’s time for 
the university to have new leadership. 

“I’ve been so emotionally tied to this in- 
stitution that ] think it would be very diffi- 
cull to separate out all of the things that are 
needed for a decision like that,” Weber said. 
“I could probably better answer that ques- 
tion in a year.” 

‘A question arose about a statement We- 
ber made during his November campaign

New Student President/Regent 
Winterboer Sworn into Office

Amidst support from family members and official well- 
wishers, Jason Winterboer, the newly elected Student Presi- 
dent/Regent, was sworn into office Tuesday. 

J.B. Milliken, corporate secretary of the University of Ne- 
braska Board of Regents, administered Winterboer’s oath of 
office. 

“Jason is launching a 
course literally to prove very 
challenging and very much 
an opportunity for growth 
and development,” said Dr. 
Carl Camp, Faculty Senate 
president. 

“I can say with about 95 
percent accuracy that you 
will come out of this expe- 
rience over the next year re- 
vitalized, re-energized, 
poised, more so than you 
even are today— a person 
whose life will change as a 
result of this experience,” 
Chancellor De! Weber ad- 
vised Winterboer. 

Winterboer enrolled at 
UNO after winning several 
scholarships enabling him to 
attend, including scholar- 
ships sponsored by the Pacesetter Corporation, Junior 
Achievement, the Omaha Builder’s Association and the Scot- 
tish Rite.

Winterboer has also served as President of the UNO Stu- 
dent Programming Organization (SPO), Vice President of the 
Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity, and Regional Student Repre- 
sentative for the National Association for Campus Activities. 

After taking the oath, Winterboer stressed he would not 
change his choice to attend UNO for the world. 

“[UNO] is a place of learning, and not just in the class- 
room,” Winterboer said. “What I think is really fascinating is 
that the University really encourages students to learn by get- 
ting involved on campus. As president, I want to see stu- 
dents become more involved.” 

As President/Regent, Winterboer will be awarded the Stu- 
dent Regent Leadership Scholarship, which was founded 13 
years ago by the Alumni Association in appreciation of the 
leadership exemplified by Student President/Regents. 

President/Regents are not monetarily compensated for their 
contribution to the campus. Milliken said Student President/ 
Regents serve on the Board of Directors for the University of 
Nebraska and resumes of outgoing President/Regents are sent 
to former Student Body Presidents. ) 

Winterboer’s family watched him sign his oath of office. 
“My son has always liked to be involved in just about any- 
thing like this. It’s wonderful,” said Jason’s father, Jeff 
Winterboer. 

Winterboer has clear designs for his first official acts. “I’m 
going to put together the Student Round Table in my office,” 
Winterboer said. “I’m actually also in the process of working 
with Athletics on the Sports Committee, which was my idea 
for putting together half-time shows, pep rallies...to really

As part of the purchase of the land, FDR has agreed to 
donate half the land to UNO which plans to build its new 
College of Information Sciences and Technology (IS&T) on 
the site. FDR plans to build a new office complex on its half 
of the site. 

Weber said he was always optimistic that the county board 
would eventually pass FDR’s proposed purchase of the land 


Weber said the only hurdle that remained in the way of the 
new IS&T building being built is to get funding passed by § 
the Nebraska State Legislature. He said the state legislature § 
votes on University of Nebraska funding in June, but site 
preparation could begin as soon as March.

Research avenues continue to grow on 
the World Wide Web (WWW). Anew gov- 
ernment website, the U.S. Information Da- 
tabase (USID), provides researchers with 
government related information. USID is 
a web database service that allows users 
access to documents of Federal, State, Mili- 
tary, and International sources. 

“There are several organizations putting 
together websites with government infor- 
mation,” UNO Reference Librarian James 
Shaw said. “USID is just one of many, but 
it is free unlike most others.” 

USID provides a pathway for the user 
to come into direct contact with a full text 
document, some of which are released and 
indexed word by word. A keyword search 
can bring the user to relevant information 
in a short time. ; 

“There are many government sites on 
the web, However, finding specific infor- 
mation on a subject can be a tremendous 
task,” said USID Managing Partner, Tony 
Eichenlaub. “USID is a one-stop resource 
for business, students, and consumers seek- 
ing government information.” 

The U.S. Information Database can be 
accessed at: hitp://www.usid.com 

The UNO Library also has methods of 
finding and retrieving government infor- 
mation through the WWW. According to 
James Shaw, researchers at UNO generally 
use the U.S. Printing Office Access 
website. This site, along with USID, has

full text document retrieval. 

“These sites have something that most 
other sites do not have, which is the full text 
databases,” Shaw said. “When looking for 
government information, on-line library re- 
searchers will gencrally go to the sites that 
have the most available connections and also 
the sites that have full text document re- 
trieval.” 

The U.S. Government Printing Office Ac- 
cess is located at: http: //www.access. 
gpo.zov 

Another way government information can 
be retrieved at the UNO library through the 
WWW is to access the University Library 
Homepage’s Revelation. Revelation provides 
selected WWW links organized topically 
based on what the librarians have found most 
useful. 

“On this page researchers can find hard 
content,” Shaw said, “Not the new on-line 
version of a Smashing Pumpkin’s video.” 
Shaw also mentioned a small collection of 
books which serve as Internet guides to gov- 
ernment sites, and added that they are fre- 
quently checked out.

Access to all of these sites is available on 
campus in the Computing and Data 
Communcation computer user rooms, located 
in Durham Science Center Room 104, Col- 
lege of Business Administration Room 007, 
and at the Peter Kiewit Conference Center.

For those who believe Omaha is boring and going to school 
somewhere else would be absolutely exhilarating, there are 
some students that disagree.

The thought of attending UNO, Percival said, had never 
entered her mind during high school. “When you are a high 
school student in Omaha, a lot of times you are in the mind- 
set that you can do ‘better’ and leave Omaha, but Omaha’s 
actually everything I’m looking for and there’s no reason to 
leave,” 

So far, Percival does not regret her transfer to UNO. “It’s 
a nice campus,” she said. “I like the size of it better, espe- 
cially in the winter, and my classes are going well so far.” 

Another transfer student, Tim Vogelsberg, is also impressed 
with UNO this first week of school. “It’s going really well so 
far,” he said. “I didn’t know what to expect, but I’m really 
impressed by the faculty and programs.”

Although Vogelsberg enjoyed his two years out there, he, 
too, began to miss Omaha. “I grew up in Omaha and I wanted

Vogelsberg said. “Durango’s a tourist town so it has moments 
of liveliness and moments of dullness.

At the 
time, Weber said he intended to remain UNO’s chancellor. 

Weber was asked what has changed in his life in the past six 
months to move him to such a decision. 

He replied: “Six months.” He maintained that he had the 
idea in his mind at the time, but since he had not decided any- 
thing for certain, Weber saw no reason to announce these plans 
six months in advance. 

As for his plans for the coming months, Weber plans to work 
towards the construction project for dorms on campus. “I fully 
intend, by the time I leave, to have dormitories in one shape or 
other underway,” Weber affirmed. “I simply want a decision 
made that we will break ground on a certain date. Residential 
living does make a difference in retention of students.” 

Reassuring staff, students and faculty, Weber emphasized 
that he will remain a driving force for the interests of the uni- 
versity. “Iam not retiring from life — I am simply retiring as 
chancellor. “What my future holds for me in the public eye I 
don’t know. But, just because I’m leaving doesn’t mean I can't 
come back on campus for all sorts of things,” Weber said with a 
smile.

UNO's men’s and women’s basketball teams will have an opportunity 
to rebound from last Monday’s disappointing losses when they play the 
Bears of Northern Colorado (UNC) this Saturday at the Fieldhouse. 

UNO had an up-and-down road trip last weekend, defeating ranked 
opponents at South Dakota State (SDSU) on Sunday but then falling to 
Augustana in hard-fought games on Monday. But both Men’s Head Coach 
Kevin Lehman and Lady Mav Head Coach Cherri Mankenberg were op- 
timistic about their teams’ progress. 

“We've improved every week, especially since we got into conference 
play,” Lehman said. He said there really was no lack of effort on the part 
of the Mavs in their loss to Augustana. “We played extremely hard in that 
game,” he said. The Mavs cut a 16-point halftime deficit to three before 
losing in the final minutes. 

Mankenberg said the women’s team was disappointed to lose a game 
they were leading by nine at halftime, but she was hopeful that the team 
would be able to learn from the loss. “We hate to lose, especially since we 
had it in the palm of our hands. But the thing that you have to do is to turn 
that into as many positives as possible. That’s what we’ re trying to do.”
